NEW ORLEANS’ PERIL 


TO REMAIN, 1S FEAR, 
DESPITE LEVEE CUT 


Sacrifice of Lower Area 
May Not Save City, 
Army Men Hold: 


FLOOD COVERS MORE 
TOWNS IN ARKANSAS 


First Reports of Looting Are 
Made From Greenville; 
Relief Intensified. 


The flood situation, as summarized 
from Associated Press reports, fol- 
lowe: 

The levee break below New Orleans 
ordered for noon tomorrow. Engineers 
doubt gap will prevent flooding the 
city. 

Thousands in the two parishes to be 
flooded begin exodus to New Orleans 
and army base. 

Red Cross begins concentrating work- 
ers and supplies in lower Louisiana. 

Spreading waters in southeastern 
Arkansas and the Mississippi delta add 
to great army of homeless. 

Relief agencies redouble efforts to re- 
move refugees from Arkansas City, Lake 
Village, Leland and others of the score 
and more inundated towns. 

First reports of looting from Green- 
ville, Miss. 

Secretary Hoover confers with offi- 
Clals on relief. 

Ten thousand square miles flooded in 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Missouri. 

General flooding of southeastern Ark- 
ansas threatened by weakening of South 
Bend levee on Arkansas river. 

Labor agents seeking to lure away 
negro refugees officially barred from 
Mississippi camps. 


New Caravans of Refugees. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 27 (By A. P.). 
From the lowlands of southeastern 
Louisiana to the highlands of central 
Arkansas and Tennessee new caravans 
today joined the armies of refugees on 
the maroh in the face of floods or 
threats of floods. 

Hundreds moved out of St. Bernard 
and Plaquemine parishes, carrying 
household and other possessions and 
abandoned homes and farms to be de- 
liberately flooded in an effort to save 
New Orleans from the wall of water 
bearing down upon it from the upper 
Mississippi valley. . 

Grim forces of nature were compell- 
ing elements in the movements of 
those in northern Louisiana, the Mis- 
sissipp! delta and southeastern Arkan- 
sas. Many had time to save some pos- 
sessions; others fled empty handed, 
thankful to escape with their lives. 

Army engineers still were doubtful 
whether the sacrifices to be made by 
the people of southeastern Louisiana, 
with the breaking of the levee at Poyd- 
ras at noon Friday and the loosening 
of vast volumes of flood water, would 
save the Crescent city. 


Red Cross Prepares for Crisis. 


The Red Cross is preparing for em- 
ergencies in the whole of lower Louisi- 
ana, Director Baker announcing here 
today that personnel and supplies were 
being concentrated in that section, es- 
pecially at New Orleans. 

“Every effort is being expended to 
anticipate these emergencies and to be 
prepared fully to cope with them if 
and when the need arises,” said Mr. 
Baker. 

As flood waters continued to inun- 
date additional towns and farms in 
southern Arkansas and the Mississippi 
delta, Red Cross agencies were bending 
every energy to relieve situations there 
described in official reports as desperate. 

Rising waters from the Arkansas 
reached more towns and villages today 
and increased the flood depths at 
Arkansas City and other places where 
large numbers of refugees were gath- 
ered. Hundreds who had sought safety 
in McGhee abandoned that now in- 
undated town and marched to Monti- 
cello, where more than 5,000 homeless 
already were being cared for. 

Although the problem of providing 
food and shelter for the refugees is a 
tremendous one, the Red Cross, na- 
tional guard and other relief agencies 
reported no one was going hungry or 
suffering from want of clothing or 
shelter. 


Yazoo Valley Lake Grows. 


Across the Mississippi in the delta 
section the flood waters pouring 
through the Stop’s Landing break above 
Greenville were gradually pushing out 
the huge lake in the lower Yazoo val- 
ley, flooding half a dozen more towns, 
making a total of more than a score 
now partially under water. 

The refugee situation in this section 
presented a most pressing problem. Re- 
ports to the Red Cross said that at Le- 
land, where there were 6,000 people, 
help was needed, as the town was over- 
run. Preparations were made to trans- 
fer several thousands to the concentra- 
tion camp at Cleveland. 

Reports here showed 28,500 refugees 
concentrated in six towns in the delta, 
with 8,000 at Greenville; 6,000 at Cleve- 
land; 6,000 at Leland; 2,000 at Lobdell; 
2,500 at Deeson and 3,000 at Beulah.

Tokyo, April 27.—Chinese revolutions 
and Japanese bank failures were for- 
gotten in Tokyo today when the metro- 
politan police launched a campaign to 
suppress flapperism, as evidenced by 
bobbed hair, lipsticks and the demoral- 
izing tendency to follow the dictates of 
the heart in marriage rather than par- 
ental advice. 

Throughout the business section po- 
lice descended, interviewing employers 
and girls and discovering that many 
girls seek the acquaintance of male fel- 
low employes, accompanying these to 
the movies and even to the marriage 
altar, flouting parental opposition. Ev- 
ery girl’s clothing was scrutinized and 
criticized by the police, who noted every 
case where extravagance was shown. 

An official statement: by police head- 
quarters following the inspection says: 

“The modern office buildings are veri- 
table wooing quarters, where flirtations 


are taking place. The tendency to at- 
tempt marriage as.a result of chance 
acquaintanceship, outside the home, 


naturally is alarming so far as the well- |. 


being of the nation is concerned.” 

The president of the largest women's 
college issued a statement to the press 
criticizing the girls for following the 
American ideas, where “Too much em- 
phasis is placed on the idea of lib- 
erty and equality. While emphasizing 
the liberty of the present. generation, 
the Americans forget the safety of the 
future generations. It is . astonishing 
how many Japanese are misguided into 
ideas on marriage as a result of the 
American example.” 

The police say the campaign was 
launched as the result of an average 
of 60 letters reaching the department 
daily praying for some action to save 
the womanhood of Japan against the 
evils of short skirts and other “foreign 
degeneracies.”

Jury, Out for Hour, Finds the 
Defendant Guilty of 
Capitol Attack. 


PRISONER POOR WITNESS 


Philip Jackson, colored, accused of 
having attacked Mrs. Daisy Welling in 
the Capitol grounds the night of 
February 18, was found guilty yesterday 
by a jury in criminal court, which 
recommended to Justice Adolph A. 
Hoehling that the death penalty be im- 
posed. The imposition of such a 
penalty is mandatory. The jury de- 
liberated a trifle over an hour. 

This is the first time in seven years 
a jury has recommended the death 
penalty in a case of this sort, the usual 
penalty being 30 years in prison. This 
is the second time this year that a 
jury has brought in a verdict which 
means that the electric chair at the 
jail will be used. There already are 
three men in jail awaiting electrocu- 
tiow forthe niurder of a policeman. 

Mrs. Welling, who lives at 135 D 
street southeast, was the victim of an 
urusually brutal attack. She was 
seized by a negro, whom she afterward 
positively identified as Jackson, and 
then struck over the head with half of 
a brick. She again was struck with 
the brick and her purse, containing $12, 
was taken by the assailant. She man- 
aged to crawl away from the place 
where she was attacked, and was no- 
ticed by a passerby who called a po- 
liceman. 

Under cross-examination by Assist- 
ant District Attorney William H. Col- 
lins, the defendant Jackson proved to 
be a poor witness for himself, espe- 
Clally since his life was at stake. He 
attempted to convince the jury he was 
asleep in bed in his room and did not 
go'out at all on the night Mrs. Welling 
was attacked.

SMILES AS END NEARS 


Speaks to Parents of Death 
After 148 Hours of Arti- 
ficial Respiration. 


SMOKES, EATS ICE CREAM 


Roanoke, Va., April 27 (By A. P.).— 
A thin wreath of smoke rose from @ 
cigarette held to the svrollen lips of. 
Walter L. Boothe today and between 
o-“asional puffs the 18-year-old moun- 
tain lad, who lies hopelessly paralyzed 
in a hospital here, spoke to his father 
and mother of an early death to which 
he feels he is doomed. 

As life to the sufferer seems nearing 
an end, an almost constant smile is 
on his face. His features are drawn 
and pallid but the sturdy cheer of his 
disposition rises ever to stimulate the 
waning hope of his loyal attendants. 

At 4p. m. today the 148th hour in 
which’ artificial respiration has heen 
used to feed the life in his helpless 
body was reached. To thie end a hu- 


man chain composed. of- neighbors of 


the boy has labored at the bedside. 
For six grueling days and nights these 
sturdy men have taken turns at the 


monotonous task of literally pumping 


air into the paralyzed lungs. Although 
in this manner the breath of life is 
supplied, the constant frajsing and 
lowering of the arms is proving dam- 
aging to the heart action. 

This was noticeable to a marked de- 
gree this morning. Outwardly, Boothe 
appears as strong as ever and more 
cheerful, but there are tell-tale signs 
of serious weakening of the vital 
organs. 

How much longer he can survive 
this gruelling ordeal, mo one dares 
speculate. Since Thursday, when his 
lungs collapsed on the operating table, 
the chain of friends has constantly 
administered artificial respiration. Ces- 
sation of this for one minute, or even 
less, would result in death. In a boyish 
manner he asked for ice cream today. 
This was hastened to him and for sev- 
eral minutes he partook of the refresh- 
ment. All the while the arms were 
slowly raised and lowered. 

At the bedside today were the father 
and mother, three sisters and numerous 
other relatives. 

The slight cold that threatened to 
take hold of the boy’s throat last night 
had shown no alarming developments 
today, as far as could be learned,

POSITIVE MRS. SNYDER 
HIT HUSBAND ONCE 


Woman’s Calm Ruffled When 
Story Is Read; Neither 
Views Bloody Pillow. 


New York, April 27 (By A. P.).— 
The signed confession of Henry Judd 
Gray, corset salesman, has been added 
to the evdience on which the State 
bases its expectation of a conviction 
of Gray and Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder 
for the murder of her husband, Albert 
Snyder, ridgazihne art. editor, in his 
Queen's Village home, March 20. 

The corifession, differing radically 
from that of Mrs. Snyder placed in 
evidence yesterday, pictured Gray as 
a weak. and vacillating man held by 
the charm of a clever woman and used 
by. her as a somewhat inefficient tool.

It showed Mrs. Snyder tying her 
husbehd’s hands with a towel, pour- 
ing chloroform on his pillow and, 
when Gray weakened and Snyder was 
thought still alive, urging Gray to go 
on by saying “This thing has got to 
go through.” Mrs. Snyder's donfes- 
sion placed her in the hallway, look- 
ing on while her lover killed her hus- 
band, but in one part of Gray's con- 
feasion, where he admitted his mem-~- 
ory was obscured by excitement, he 
said Mrs. Snyder fastened the picture 
wire around her husband’s neck when 
neither knew if he were dead. 


Gray Seen in Village. 


Besides the eonfession, the State of- 
fered. direct evidence to show that 


Gray was in Queens Village shortly 


after the murder was committed. Na- 
thaniel Willis and Charles ©. Smith, 
the latter a policeman, testified they 
saw Gray not far from the. Snyder 
home between 6 @nd 6:30 the morn- 
ing of the murder day. 

Bloodstained bedclothing, a piliow- 
case, pilléw and sheet were exhibited 
and identified by a detective as those 
taken from Snyder’s bed. Gray did ‘not 
glance toward the witness stand. Mrs. 
Snyder showed no emotion.

STATE DEPARTMENT 
SILENT ON RUMORS 


Rebel; Priests Used as 
Hostages, It Is Said. 


Revolution is blazing in 10 of the 27 
Mexican states, behind a screen of cen- 
sorship clapped down by the Calles gove 
ernment on April 21, it was learned 
here yesterday on absolutely reliable 
though unofficial authority. 

At the State Department no informa- 
tion about Mexico is given out. Actu- 
ally, the department is not fully ad- 
vised as to the details of the situation, 
according to some unusually welil-in- 
formed sources in close touch with the 
department. The impression of high 
officials in the State Department is 
that the various revolts which are 
breaking out are sporadic, and that the 
government, so far, has been manag- 
ing for some time to suppress them at 
about the same speed with which they 
develop. In other words, the Mexican 
government, according to the opinion 
of the State Department’ officials, 
though even this is not expressed to 
newspaper inquiries, is that the Calles 
government so far is just about hold- 
ing its own. 

The rigid censorship just imposed, 
word of which reached here yesterday 
by letters smuggled to the border, is 
taken by students of the Mexican situa- 
tion who have been following it closely 
to indicate that the Calles government 
may be losing ground inthis fight 
against constantly spreading revolu- 
tions. 


No Comment by State Officials. 


The State Department not only main- 
tained utter silence yesterday as to 
how far the revolts had spread, but 
declined any comment on the censors. 
ship, refusing even to admit that offi- 
Clally this government knew a censor- 
ship had been clapped down. 

Actually there is a ocompleté ban on 
telegrams, whether press or private, on 
religion, revolution, presidential cam- 
paign, state legislation differences, and 
the international situation. Only the 
most one-sided and inaccurate dis~ 
patches, it is alleged in the reports 
smuggled out and mailed, are permitted 
to go out by wire. 

Reports from unofficial sources are 
that the revolutionary movement has 
manifested itself in the states of Chi- 
huahua, Jalisco, Guanajuato, Michoa- 
can, Guerrero, Colima, Zacatecas, Due 
rango, Sinaloa and Sonora. 

One report said that the federal 
troops had been forced to turn to the 
expedient of compelling priests to ace 
company all troop trains as hostages, 
thus protecting the federal trains from 
ambush.

Naval Plane of New Type 
Is Declared Revolutionary 


Bomber With an Air-Cooled Motor, Tested in Ohio 
Carries Load Greater Than Own Weight; 
New Construction Idea. 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 27 (By A. P.). 
Aeronautical engineers here today hailed 
as a revolutionary step in the advance- 
ment of naval aviation the successful 
trial flight of a huge single motor air- 
cooled bombing plane constructed in 
the plant of the Glenn L. Martin Air- 
plane Co. 

‘The great ship, largest bomber of its 
type in the world, took off promptly at 
noon and soared for 20 minutes, the 
first time in history that. any military 
plane had carried a load greater than 
its own weight. . 

Both the take-off and. the landing’ 
were described by observers as perfect. 

The flight was the first test of the 
Pratt & Whitney 525-horsepower radial 
motor developed especially for navel 
bombing planes... 

As the great ship took off, Glenn L. 
Martin declared that if successful the

flight would render “virtually obsolete 


all bombing planes equipped with wat- 
er-cooled motors.” 

Lieut. Stephen W. Callaway, who 
broké the world naval plane speed rec- 
ord last week at Norfolk, was at the 
controls. — 

The plane was the first in military 
aviation to carry a load greater than 
its own weight, Mr. Martin said. The 
ship itself weighs only 3,460 pounds, 
while the load it took up today totaled 
3,704 pounds. 

With the same military load as carried 
by the present Martin “single-motored, 
three-purpose planes,” the new ship was 
described by its builders as being 2,600 
pounds lighter withall, and possessing a 
greater speed ag well as cruising radius. 

The ship embraces what aeronautical 
engineers declared an almost revolution- 
ary frame construction, which cuts its

Serrano, it is said, was Calles’ 
choice for premier of his cabinet, but 
upon refusing this place, Calles made 
him governor of the Mexico City fed- 
eral district in order to maintain die 
rect observation of his movements.

GREEN DENOUNCES 
BRITISH STRIKE BILL 


Conservatives’ Measure Vio- 
lates English Traditions, . 
Says Labor Leader. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in a 
statement yesterday in the organiza- 
tion’s magazine, declared the American 
labor movement viewed with “genuine 
concern” the British conservatives bill 
which he described as virtually repeal- 


ing the trades dispute act. The bill, 
he said, proposed, among other things, 
to make illegal any strike that has an 
object in addition to furtherance of a 
trade dispute in its own trade. 

“The character of the proposal as 
well as the method suggested are so 
completely at variance with English 
traditions and experience that its en- 
actment would be amazing,” he said. 
“The moderation and the poise with 
which England met the general strike 
would seem reassuring that public 
opinion would not support a policy of 
retaliation or vengeance. 

“Experience and facts certainly have 
taught the British trade unionists the 
unwisdom of the general strike. It 
is reasonable to conclude that the 

ritish trade union movement will not 
indulge in further experiments with 
the general strike principle.”

REPORT TO BE READY 
ABOUT LAST OF MAY 


Committee Chairman Declares 
Washington Needs $4,500, - 
000 for Highway Work. 


A schedule of streets for which im- 
provement is desired by sitizens’ asso- 
ciations is being outlined for submis- 
sion to the District commissioners by 
the committee on highways, parks and 
waterways of the Federation of Citi- 
zens Associations, Dr. George C. Haven- 
ner, chairman of the committee, said 
yesterday. 

Following an inspection of the 
streets by the committee, the schedule 
will be arranged according to priority 
of need for improvement, Dr. Havenner 
stated. ' 

This is the first time that local or; 
ganized citizenship has undertaken to 
coordinate its street improvement pro- 
gram. 

Some time ago all associations were 
regested to send in a list of streets 
which they desired to be improved. 
These requests are being tabulated, and 
the cammittee will in a short time 
make an inspection of the streets to 
determine priorty. At a meeting of the 
committee, held Monday night in the 
board room of the District building, 
the scheme was definitely launched. 
Nearly all the associations were repre- 
sented at the meeting. 


Report Nearly Ready. 


The committee expects to have the 
report ready about the last of May, Dr. 
Havenner said. 

The schedule of streets is to facili- 
tate the preparation of the 1929 bud- 
get for highways. The organization of 
the needs of the city in this respect 
also purposes to show the necessity of 
an increased budget for highways. 

Washington is falling behind about 7 
miles a year in the improvement of its 
streets, Dr. Havenner said. The high- 
way appropriation for 1928 is $3,300,- 
000. Dr. Havenner declared that the 
amount should be $4,500,000. 

At the meeting of the committee, 
Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to 
the engineer commissioner in charge of 
highways, told of a five-year program 
for street improvement which he has 
arranged, but which has not yet re- 
ceived the approval of the commis- 
sioners. 

There are at present 1,000 miles of 
streets in the District, 570 miles of 
which is in public ownership and is 
being traveled. The remaining 430 
miles are merely in the projected state, 
and are not developed. 

Of the 570 miles, 228 miles are paved 
with sheet asphalt, 45 miles with con- 
crete, 11 miles with blocks, 112 miles 
are macadamized, and 174 miles are 
unimproved. 

Under the 5-year plan projected by 
Capt: Whitehurst, there would remain, 
at the end of 5 years, only 90 miles of 
streets still unimproved, provided a 
program of expenditures is available 
somewhat more liberal than at present. 

One of the principal needs of. the 
present, Dr. Havenner said, is to reclaim 
the 112 miles of macadamized streets, 
which are rapidly deteriorating. The 
immediate reclammation of these 
streets, he said, would represent a great 
saving to the city, since they can be 
recovered now for $16,000 a mile, 
whereas if neglected a little longer, it 
will cost $60,000 a mile. 

The question of an increase in the 
gasoline tax as a means of providing 
additional revenue for highway im- 
provement and maintenance was dis- 
cussed at the meeting. Those in favor 
of an increase and those opposed to 
it were about equally balanced. An in- 
crease of 142 cents to 314 cents was 
proposed by the sponsors, with the 
added stipulation that the personal tax 
on automobiles be abolished, and all 
increments from the tax be used in 
widening and paving streets. The in- 
crease, it was said, would increase the 
revenue about $600,000 annually, and 
would not seriously affect the motorist. 
It would increase the average cost of 
operating an automobile in the Dis- 
trict, including cost of tags and per- 
mit, to about $12 a year, it was said.

GERMAN PRESS SPLIT 
ON COOLIDGE SPEECH 


Foreign Office Organ Sees Its 
Own View Taken; Bourse 
Paper Opposes It. 


Berlin, April 27 (By A. P.).—President 
Coolidge’s address in New York Monday 
night on foreign policy “constitutes a 
rebuff to those who would like to see 
sharper language used in international 
affairs,” says the Diplomatisch Politi- 
sche Korespondenz, which usually re- 
flects the viewpoint of the German 
foreign office. 

The newspaper was especially pleased 
with President Coolidge’s remarks con- 
cerning the attitude of the United 
States toward China, saying: “This 
standpoint absolutely coincides with 
Germany’s, which fact we registered 
joyfully.” 

“Unadulterated imperialism” is the 
policy proclaimed by the United States 
in the opinion of Boersen Zeitung, or- 
gan of the bourse, which views Presi- 
dent Coolidges speech as extending 
practical application of the Monroe doc- 
trine to include “moral responsibility” 
for the sovereign states of Latin 
America. 

Rome, April 27 (By A. P.).—Amer- 
ica’s new world role is that of a police- 
man guaranteeing the status quo, says 
Il Tevere, extreme fascist paper, com- 
menting today on President Coolidge’s 
New York speech. 

This idea, it continues, has replaced 
the Wilsonian crusade in favor of 
democracy. Although the American 
people do not want a program of mill- 
tary expansion, they are willing to back 
up the police role by financial or armed 
intervention in order to make things 
“run in the American fashion.” 

Santiago, Chile, April 27 (By A. P.). 
Commenting on President Coolidge’s 
New York speech, the Diario Ilustrado 
says the United States undoubtedly 
has the rigkt to protect American lives 
and property abroad, but that in Cen- 
tral America she has exceeded the 
bounds and left the Central American 
countries with only semisovereignty. 

El Mercurio says all America agrees 
with Mr. Coolidge in his declaration 
that principles of right and mutual 
respect should predominate in inter- 
national relations. 


CHARGE OF HARDING 
IMPERIALISM SCOUTED 


Never Heard Late President 
Had Such Views, Says 
secretary Kellogg. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Secretary Kellogg issued a formal 
statement yesterday declaring he had 


never heard of a policy on the part 
of the Harding administration of ex- 
tending American control over -Cen- 
tral America. 

The statement was prompted by a 
Washington dispatch published yester- 
day in the New York Times, which said 
Mr. Harding had been quoted by 
friends as having said privately that 
it was the ambition of his administra- 
tion to bring these nations under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

“I was on the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the Senate during President 
Harding’s administration and until the 
spring of 1923, and never heard any- 
thing that would indicate these were 
his views,” the statement said. “I was 
President Harding’s delegate to the 
Pan-American conference in Santiago 
in the spring of 1923, and all his con- 
versations of Central and South Amer- 
ica did not in the slightest degree sup- 
port any such attitude, and I know it 
is not the policy of the present admin- 
istration.”

CORONER ACTS ON DEATHS 


Although John 8. Gill, 24-year-old 
George Washington university student, 
was injured fatally, and Miss Rebecca 
Tice, 21, was severely burned in an ex- 
plosion of alcohol in a laboratory at 
St. Elizabeth's hospital Tuesday, hos- 
pital authorities did not notify police 
of the accident until Gill died yes- 
terday morning. 

Gill had been doing experimental 
work in the laboratory, although he 
was not employed there. He exhausted 
a supply of grain alcohol in the labora- 
tory during his experiments and, ac- 
companied by Miss Tice, a technician 
at the hospital, went to a nearby store- 
room for more. He lighted a match 
to ascertain the quantity of alcohol in 
a barrel in the storeroom. 

The barrel exploded. The explosion 
shattered windows and glassware in 
the laboratory and set fire to the cloth- 
ing of Gill and Miss Tice. The flames 
were extinguished by hospital attend- 
ants. Both Gill and Miss Tice were 
treated at the hospital. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, recently requested hospital 
officials to report to police as soon as 
possible all cases treated in- the institu- 
tions which should be placed on police 
records. 

He also ordered patrolmen to call at 
hospitals on their beats every hour to 
ascertain if any cases requiring police 
investigation were treated in the insti- 
tutions. Capt. James Wilson, of the 
Eleventh precinct, said yesterday that 
patrolmen assigned to his precinct call- 
ed at St. Elizabeth’s hospital Tuesday 
several times during the day and night 
but failed to obtain a report of the 
accident. 

Gill’s death was the result of an 
accident Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt 
certified yesterday. Gill came to this 
city from Moscow, Idaho two years ago. 
He resided at 1526 Seventeenth street 
northwest. His father is Jame J. Gill, 
law professor at the University of 
Idaho. ‘ 

Miss Tice resides at 1231 Talbert 
street southeast.

‘GUNS OF 45 WARSHIPS 


ARE TRAINED ON HANKOW 


Situation in River City More 
Tense; Radical Campaign 
Is Increased. 


Shanghai, April 27 (By A. P.).— 
Beveral armies of varying size are 
moving today in different sections of 
China. 

What were supposed to be northern 
troops to the number of 80,000 in the 
neighborhood of Wuhu, up the Yangtze 
river from Nanking, are not northerners 
but contingents of the Second, Fourth, 
Seventh, Eighth, Thirty-seventh and 
Fortieth divisions of the nationalists 
(Cantonese), heretofore regarded as 
neutral or uncertain as between the 
Hankow and Nanking governments. 

Most of these troops are proceeding 
down the river to Nanking, but“it has 
not been determined whether they are 
on their way to join or attack Chiang 


Kai-Shek, commander of the moderate 


section of the Cantonese. 

Chiang has issued a last call on 
Hankow, urging those in favor of the 
Nanking government to join him with- 
out delay, and developments are being 


.watched closely by both sides. 


' , Nationalists Move on Canton. 


Pour columns of nationalists are on 
their way to Canton, which recently de- 
clared its independence of both the 
Hankow and Nanking governments. In 
this connection advices from Kiukiang, 
Kiangsi province, say that 5,000 troops 
arrived there the last two days and 
more are en route from the upper river 
points. These troops are considered 
favorable to Gen. Chiang. 

Supporters of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
Fang, once overlord of five provinces 
in central China, are encamped in large 
numbers around Yangchow, but ‘the 
situation there is uncertain. Negotia- 
tions apparently are continuing regard- 
ing the surrender of Sun Chuan to 
en, Chiang. In the meantime troops 
are on the move from Nanking in the 
direction of Chinkiang, ready to ad- 
vance across the river on Yangchow, if 
Sun Chuan fails to surrender. 

Nothing has been heard for two days 
of Gen. Chiang’s western army which 
was reported to be advancing in 
Succhowfu from Linhwaikwan, Anhwei 
province. Considerable forces are also 
on the move in Honan. 

The North China Daily News pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Kiukiang that 
the foreign cemetery there has been 
desecrated by nationalist troops. Tomb- 
stones were pushed over and broken 
and much marble was stolen. 

From Hankow comes word of con- 
tinued tension and a state of agitation 
owing to the radical campaign in that 
city. 

A great ‘fleet of foreign warships is 
lying off Hankow ready for trouble 
which is continually being predicted. 

Forty-five gunboats were statiOned in 
the Yangtze today with their guns 
trained on the city. , 

While on the surface Hankow is 
quiet, there is much tension and ru- 
mors persist that the British are plan- 
ning to retake the concession. A great 
deal of looting is reported. It is stated 
that at Hankow, as well as at Nanking, 
field pieces are being moved to selected 
positions outside the native city. 

Vast crowds in Hankow are listening 
to street corner speeches by radical 
leaders. Although the authorities re- 
iterate there is no desire to attack for- 


eigners, there is fear, nevertheless, that |. 


the coolies, saturated with radical doc- 
trines about “imperialism,” will fail to 
contain themselves in critical moments. 


Silver Is Confiscated. 


The Hankow government is rapidly 
acquiring possession of all the silver 
in the city. 

Advices from Hankow say that Feng 
Yu-Hsiang, formerly known as _ the 
“Christian General” has been offered 
commandership of the Harikow armies. 

All. the British women have ‘left 
Hankow and all the British men whose 
presence is not essential have been 
ordered to leave. Many of the better 
class Chinese are evacuating. 

London, April 27 (By A. P.).—An 
exchange telegraph dispatch from Hong- 
kong today reported receipt of a mes- 
sage saying the Chinese government 
(Cantonese) mint at Canton was 
ablaze. Arson was suspected, the mes- 
sage added, and Tat Chuk-Man, de- 
scribed as leader of the Reds, had been 
arrested.

|combe, revealed her as the instigator 


of the alleged plot to kill Snyder, She 
shook her head negatively when the 
district attorney read a part about 
Gray giving her the sash-weight weeks 
before the murder. And when the con- 
fession told of her and her little 
daughter, Lorraine, walking by the 
closet in which Gray was hiding until 
Snyder went to bed, she puckered her 
face as if about to cry. No tears came. 

The confession sought to fasten on 
Mrs. Snyder the instigation of the 
crime. Gray told of meeting her in a 
New York restaurant, telling her he 
was married and had “a fine wife” and 
how, after intimacy had developed, she 
influenced him to kill- her husband by 
telling of cruel treatment at his hands. 

Mrs. Snyder “hounded me and got 
me in a.whirl with her love making,” 
Gray asserted. ‘The confession related 
that Mrs. Gray stated she told him of 
half a dozen attempts she had made 
of her husband’s life. 

He told her he thought she was 
“terrible,” the confession. continued, 
“but she played me pretty hard,” and 
finally he agreed to help her. 


Wanted to Slip Away. 


“She had written me,” Gray said, 
“about the plans and details. I pur- 
chased the window weight .and the 
chJoroform for her. This may sound 
as if I was more than vitally interested. 
I wasn’t because I never really thought 
in my own mind that I would go 
through with it. As I was saying, she 
came in that night (into the room 
where he had been hiding until the 
Snyders returned from a bridge party) 
and said, ‘you are going to do it, aren't 
you?’

Nation-wide contributions to the Red 
Cross fund for flood relief in the Mis- 
sissippi valley reached $2,670,000 last 
night, with indications that tomorrow 
the fund may reach $3,000,000. The 
fund sought is $5,000,000. 

The local chapter had turned in to 
national headquarters $15,876.06, Mrs. 
H. C. Barnes, local secretary, announced 
last night. Washington’s quota is 
$45,000. Therefore collections to date 
exceed one-third of the quota. Mfrs. 
Barnes said that today is expected to 
bring a record contribution. The city 
is becoming more and more awake to 
the reality of the disaster which has 
befallen the people of the Mississipp1 
valley, and the response is generous. 

Benefit performances fre being plan- 
med. The League of American Pen 
Women will hold an executive meetinz 
this morning to determine definitely 
upon plans for a benefit performance 
in the auditorium Saturday night at 
which Pat Harrison, senator from Mis- 
sissippi, will be master of ceremonies if 
tentative plans are realized.

Another 
benefit performance is scheduled for 
next Tuesday at the Meridian mansions 
to be given by a wealthy woman whose 
name was not available. 

With all these indications at hand

ed over each day to the Red Cross, col- 
lected yesterday $706 in 61 contribu- 
tions, bringing the total so far received 
by The Post to $1,296. 

Red Cross workers are still standing 
at theaters, and are stationed in banks 
and department stores. These workers 
are bringing in handsome collections 
every day. 

One additional $1,000 contribution 
was received yesterday from Col. S. L. H. 
Slocum, bringing the total $1,000 con- 
tributions so far received to four. Chief 
Justice W. H. Taft contributed $100. 

Workers today will be sent to the 
Prudential Bank, 717 Florida avenue 
northwest, at the request of the presi- 
dent of the bank, J. R. Hawkins, who 
called yesterday at local headquarters 

The Eastern States still lead in the 
contributions reported at national 
headquarters. Contributions from East- 
ern States totaled $1,861,000, Midwest- 
ern States, $674,000, and Pacific States, 
$135,000. 

The number of refugees is estimated 
by the Red Cross at 200,000, while new 
levees are breaking every day, rendering 
additional hundreds homeless. The sit- 
uation is more critical than can possi- 
bly be realized. The Red Cross may 
need more than the $5,000,000 to re- 
habilitate this enormous number of 
people, it is said. 

The rescue problem is becoming more 
and more serious, it was reported from 
relief headquarters in Memphis. Craft 
of the United States coast guard is 
working double time to locate and 
rescue the marooned inhabitants.

First reports of 600 persons marooned 
in gin mills, the larger buildings and 
in box cars on the raised railroad right 
of way in Macon Lake, Ark., were 
brought to Memphis today by Ear! Kil-

M. Baker, dictator of Red Cross relief 
in the flood area, who made a six-hour 
flight over the water zone between 
Memphis and Greenville, Miss. 

The marooned at Macon Lake were 
in no immediate danger, he said, but. 
could be reached only by small boats. 

Kilpatrick brought back confirma- 
tion of previous reports of the extent 
of the disaster. But few marooned per- 
sons were seen, however, he said, and 
he thought that the hundreds of per- 
sons yet in danger chiefly were in the 
back country, which can be reached 
only by native guides in small boats. 

The worst situation was presented in 
the vast stretch of deep water north 
and east of Greenville, with the next 
at Arkansas City, Ark., where the water 
was up to the eves of houses. Some 
of the Arkansas City houses still stood, 
but many had floated from their foun- 
dations and were swirling together in 
groups. 

Ten thousand square miles of terri- 
tory in Arkansas, EH € and Mis- 
souri are under water, J. H. Townsend, 
manager of the Southern Hardwood 
Traffic association, estimates. Mr. Town- 
send said reports to him from operating 
millmen in the lower valley indicated 
that probably almost as great a terri- 
tory will yet be flooded in southeastern 
Arkansas and northern Louisiana by 
overflows and breaks itn levees along 
the Ouachita, Atchafalaya and Red 
rivers and lesser streams.

IS ASKED FROM NATION 


Overflow. Can Be Controlled 
by Engineering Works, 
It Is Asserted. 


New Orleans, April 27 (By A. P.).— 
Loulsiana and New Orleans will be 
ruled by a civilian dictator until the 


Mississippi flood subsides, Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert Hoover decided to- 
day after conferring the entire day 
with the State and city representa- 
tives on tke solution of the river’s 
worst overfiow in history. 

Building his organization along the 
lines he adopted while fighting famine 
and suffering in Belgium during the 
world war and later in Germany and 
Russia, the Commerce Secretary ap- 
pointed former Gov. John M. Parker 
as director of the flood situation in the 
State. 

At the same time Secretary Hoover 
issued a statement calling upon the 
nation to play a part in solving the 
South’s problems which have resulted 
from the fiood. 

Mr. Hoover, who is the personal rep- 
resentative of President Coolidge in the 
flood area and has visited the stricken 
region from Memphis, Tenn., to New 
Orleans, feels that the danger to New 
Orleans, with its 400,000 population, 
will be averted yy the break in the 
levee at Poydras, 12 miles south of 
the city. The cabinet official, how- 
ever, is still extremely concerned with 
the possibility of a severe inundation 
in the west bank of the river in 
Louisiana between Vicksburg and 
Baton Rouge. In this view Maj. Gen.

Beveridge, whose time since retire- 
ment from the. United States Senate 
in 1911, after twelve years of service 
had been divided between politics and 
literary work, had not been in good 
health for some time. It was not untli 
April 14,-upon return from a visit to 
Chicago, that he called Dr. William 
Thayer, of Johns Hopkins university, 
and Dr. Charles P. Emerson, = of 
Indianapolis. They prescribed complete 
quiet and relaxation because of heart 
Symptoms which they .regarded as 
alarming but not critical. Obeying 
Orders, Beveridge convalesced rapidly, 
and today’s relapse came as a surprisé. 
He was 64 years old. 

Beveridge’s talents inclined in three 
directions. In writing, statesmanship 
and oratory, he gained rank alongside 
the great men of each field. Major po- 
litical success came when he was com- 
paratively young and in the Senate he 
displayed a grasp of domestic and in- 
ternational problems that for two dec- 
ades gave him standing in the field 
of political economy. 

He was writing “The Life of Lincoln” 
with the hope that it would be com- 
parable with his “Life of John Mar- 
shall,” which in 1916 had brought him 
preeminence as a biographer. 

In addition to his biographical work 
he also produced many essays and 
treatises on political, religious and eco- 
nomic subjects. They included “The 
Russian Advance,” 1903, “The Bible as 
Good Reading,” 1905, and “The State 
and the Nation,” 1924. 

Finding time in 1916 to do a bit of 
war: correspondence in Europe he wrote 
“What is Back of the War,” following 
an interview with the German kaiser. 
The volume, after the entrance of the 
United States on the allied side, came 
into temporary disfavor. 

The many paradoxes in Beveridge’s 
personality were illustrated by his 
checkered political career. In his pro-

gressive principles he was an iconolast. 
An outstanding advocate of popular 
election of United States senators, he 
failed twice to obtain the popular vote 
requisite to election. 


Espoused Roosevelt Cause. 


An obscure candidate in 1889, the 
legislature seized upon him as a com- 
promise choice. Thirty-seven years old 
he made his debut in the Senate. 

A distinguished career in that body 
closed, he championed the Roosevelt 
cause in 1912, running unsuccessfully 
for governor of Indiana, and two years 
later falling short of the senatorship. 
In 1916 he affiliated again with the 
“stand pat” branch of the party, tour- 
ing the country for Charles Evans 
Hughes, but scarcely reinstating him- 
self in the good graces of the Hoosier 
Republican leaders. 

The pen was laid aside again in 1922 
and in a sanguinary primary battle 
with Postmaster General New he gained 
victory by virtue of an old-fashioned 
stump campaign. In she fall election, 
however, the personal following which 
had given him a decision within his 
own party was inadequate to the task 
of turning back the late Samuel M. 
Ralston and the latter gained the Sen- 
ate seat. 

Though in some aspects a typical 
Hoosier, Beveridge was not an Indi- 
anian by birth. His family moved to 
Illinois shortly after he was born in 
Ohio and in his later life he divided 
his time between Indianapolis and a 
summer home at Beverley Farms,

THE AIR FIGHTS BACK. 


There is a superstition among sailors, in- 
herited, no doubt, from the Phoenicians, who 
first conquered the seas, that there is a human 
quality in the world’s liquid element. Is there 
not reason to. believe that. the air, the latest 
element from which man seeks to wrest the 
upper hand, meets his efforts with a similar 
form of stubbornness? 

Lieut. Comdr. Noel Davis and Lieut. Stan- 
ton Hall Wooster are the latest sacrifices in 
the battle between man and the air, killed, 
ironically enough, in a 20-foot fall’ when 
their goal was to span the thousands of miles 
of the Atlantic between the United States and 
Paris at a height of a mile or more above the 
earth. They died, as the mother of one justly 
said, in the service of their country. They 
failed in the service of all: mankind. 

The highway of ether above the broad At- 
lantic is not an easy road to find or keep. The 
history of the efforts that have been made to 
travel it is a record of the last decade, and 
more plentifully marked by the names of those 
‘who -have failed than those who have suc- 
ceeded gloriously. The astonishing fact, no 
doubt, is that the NC-4, Alcock and Brown, 
the IR-34 and the American round-the-world 
fllers actually made the crossmg. 


' The air has been jealous to claim for itself 


‘those whom it has conquered. In but a single 


*instance has the Atlantic been able to obtain 


*hold on any of those who sought to span its 
*reaches. Hawker and Grieve, first to attempt 
‘the nonstop flight, came down 1,100 miles at 
, sea and were rescued by a passing tramp. The 
,»others were all the victims of the snconatant 
>quantity that they sought to master. 


» The most frequent cause of disaster appears 
‘to have been what might in reality be termed 
fexcess caution. Rynham and Morgan, Brack- 
sley, Gran and Kerr, Capt. Rene Fonck, and 
‘now Davis and Wooster came to grief when 
tthey sought to take the air with too heavy a 
‘load of fuel, designed as insurance against ad- 
‘verse winds, but in reality the cause of failure 
*before even a start could be made. 

The air still holds the odds in its battle with 
~*man over the Atlantic. Charles Clavier and 
Jacob Islamoff went to their death in the fall 
-of the Fonck airplane, much as Davis and 
:Wooster did this week. Four efforts to cross 
‘the waste of water have been successful, but a 
‘dozen attempts to connect America and Europe 
‘by air have failed without loss of life. The 
brave will not be daunted in continued efforts, 
‘nor will the air, but the world, which mourns 
the passing of those who have lost, knows 
that in the end man, profiting by the example 
of both those who have failed and succeeded, 
will conquer. 


THE REAL FLOOD PROBLEM. 


Americans, whose flood problem consists of 
a rain-swollen gutter, threatening a new flower 
bed, er a clogged downspout, are no doubt 
shocked by the evidence of what wrathful 
water can do, presented in the valley of the 
Mississippi and its contributory streams. The 
territory under water already totals, accord- 
ing to the words of those in the Hoover party, 
more than 10,000 square miles, an area as 
great as the entire State of Maryland. Sec- 
tions equally large are threatened. New 
Orleans, the South’s largest city, is sleepless 
.because of the fear that the yellow crest, now 
sweeping down the river, will inundate its 
streets and homes. 

This is the picture of today, and no one can 
overemphasize the horror, suffering and anxiety 
that the flood has caused. It is, however, only 
a corner of the canvas that the nation must 
visualize in order to grasp the magnitude of 
the task at hand, and the labor that must be 
expended both in terms of men and money to 
repair the damage. 

It is for experts and Congress to decide 
what can be done to prevent a repetition of 
this year’s disaster. The individual can de- 
termine what is to be done to rehabilitate the 
land and the persons now at the mercy of the 
muddy torrents. The necessity for immediate 
relief with which the Red Cross and the gov- 
ernment are concerned now constitutes only 
the first phase of the problem. Those portions 
of the United States blessed by nature in her 
gentler moods must lend a hand until the 
work of restoration in the flooded valleys has 
been completed. 

It may easily be three years before order has 


been restored from the chaos that now exists. 


Homes must be rebuilt. Machinery and the 
other accessories of gainful labor will have to 
be provided so that the sufferers may once 
more become producers. These things can-not 
be done ina day. Red Cross workers have the 
faciHties and the will to carry the task to its 
completion, provided that they are given gen- 
erous public support. It took more than 
twelve months and many millions of dollars 
to erase the effects of the cyclone which swept 
through Illinois a few years ago.. Both in 
area and monetary value that disaster, dread- 
ful as it appeared then, is dwarfed by the pres- 
ent catastrophe.

FOR PEACE IN NICARAGUA. 


Steps to bring an end to hostilities in Nic- 


aragua have been taken by Henry L. Stimson, 
President Coolidge’s representative. Mr. 
Stimson has signified his willingness to con- 


fer with Dr, Juan B. Sacasa or his agents, with 


a view to bringing about an agreement be- 
tween the conservative and liberal elements 
in Nicaragua. An outline of the yin sie 
agreement indicates that Mr. Stimson will not 
deviate from the policy adopted by the United 
States government in recognizing Adolfo Diaz 
as constitutional president. It is proposed that 
Diaz shall serve for the remainder of his term; 
that the next election shall be heli under 
American auspices; that there shall be imme- 


“diate disarmament of both sides, and that a 


constabulary of 2,500 men be organized under 
American officers to preserve order. It is also 
proposed that conffscated property’be restored 
to the owners, and that the liberals be guar- 
anteed representation in the present govern- 
ment and the courts. \ 

If Sacasa is wise he will immediately treat 
with Mr. Stimson and the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment on this basis, and abandon his insane 
attempt to destroy constitutional government 
in Nicaragua. He might have succeeded be- 
fore the United States sent marines to that 
country, but from the moment the marines 
landed his attempt has not only been hopeless, 
but has wasted many lives on both sides. 

The terms as outlined are more than gen- 
erous to Sacasa. He does not deserve any con- 
cessions at the hands of President Diaz, and 
it is only for the sake of saving life that any 
concessions need be offered. Sacasa went to 
Mexico and obtained financial and military as- 
sistance with which to set himself up in power 
in defiance of the constitution of his country. 
He made war on his fellow citizens with the 
help of foreign mercenaries. It was Presi- 
dent Diaz’s duty to smash Sacasa’s army, and 
if he had been as well supplied as his antag- 
onist he would have done so. As matters stand 
the Sacasa forces are badly whipped, although 
some of them are still in the field. Naturally, 
President Coolidge is extremely anxious to 
avoid further loss of life on either side and is 
also desirous of withdrawing the marines as 
soon as possible. For this reason, although 
there is no doubt that the Diaz forces can mop 
up the remnant of Sacasa’s army, it is deemed 
best to bring the parties to terms. 

The restoration of peace in Nicaragua should 
be follawed by the negotiations of a definitive 
treaty with the United States, providing for 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal. In- 
cluded in the treaty there must be a guarantee 
of the independence of Nicaragua, as in the 
case of Panama, in order to insure the safety 
of the canal, With such a treaty, revolutions 
would never again disturb the people of Nic- 
aragua, and in due time their national pros- 
perity would be enhanced by the business 
created by the canal. As ten years or more 
should be allowed for construction of the 
canal, the preliminaries antecedent to building 
should be undertaken without delay. 


THE LITTLE THEATER. 


Much has been heard of late of the degen- 
eration of the stage in New York, but, if 
report speaks truly, things are also in a bad 
way in London. Here, for example, is Jerome 
K. Jerome, author, a long time ago, of “Three 
Men in a Boat,” and more recently of ‘“‘The 
Passing of the Third Floor Back,” who, in 
making an appeal for an intellectual revival 
in the theater, made the flat-footed declara- 
tion that at the present moment there is dis- 
tinct danger of the British stage becoming a 
sink of sexuality. In support of his conten- 
tion, he stated that, in order to be successful, 
every new play had to go a bit further, had 
to be more ‘“daring,’’ and “daring” used 
formerly to be spelt ‘‘indecent.’”” The whole 
atmosphere of London is, he thinks, against 
art. He instanced the case of a West End 
theatrical manager, who told him that, as his 
expenses are £1,500 a week, he can not afford 
art. Such men have to think of their mob, 
and simply don’t care whether a play is good 
or bad. 

Mr. Jerome pointed out that 400 years B. C. 
the crowds that thronged the amphitheater at 
Athens shouted their approval of Greek trag- 
edy, and that in the spacious days of good 
Queen Bess the people stood throughout hot 
He 
is anxious for a revival of play writing that 
will make such scenes possible again. 

The only way that this can be done is, in 
Mr. Jerome’s opinion, to have the theater edu- 
cate its patrons, and as the big, commercial 
theaters can not afford to take that risk, there 
remains nothing but the Little theater. The 
Little theater is needed to keep alive the 
English drama. It can flourish in the proy- 


‘inces, and eventually it can invade London. 


He summarized its advantages thus: 


The Little theater does not have to 
advertise. It does not have to engage 
matinee idols and low comedians. at 
salaries to make a judge’s mouth water. 
Its heroines’ dresses have not to be made 
by Lucille or Paquin. Good plays, good 
all-round acting, is all that is demanded 
of it. With any sort of luck, it ought to 
pay its way. Art can not live on charity. 
I should like to see a Little theater in 
every town of over 40,000 souls. And it 
could be done. Local patriotism would 
surely help. 


Whether this is the true solution of a prob- 
lem that is growing in magnitude with every 
year remains to be seen. It requires courage 
to put forward the proposition. The same 
courage, if sustained, might insure success. 


TO BUCARAMANGA BY MULE. 


If any less staid and reliable authority than 
the Smithsonian institution had been respon- 
sible for the story of the city of Bucaramanga 
the public would have regarded it as a real 
estate promotion scheme or the filament of a 
vivid imagination. 

That a thriving, modern city of 30,000 in- 
habitants, ‘‘with streets dotted with taxicabs 
and private autos, with shops as well stocked 
as those in Washington,” can exist ‘with no 
highway or river to link it to the outside 
world” seéms like a fairy story. Yet Ells- 
worth F. Killip, Smithsonian botanist, who has 
just returned from Colombia, reports that the 
development of the oil industry and the culti- 
vation of coffee have produced exactly that kind

The expedition which Mr. Killip conducted | 


into northeastern Colombia forms part.of a 
plan for the botanical exploration of the north- 
western coyntries of South ‘America and is un- 
der the auspices of the New York botanical 
garden, the Arnold Arboretum and the Gray 
Herbarium of Harvard university, in associa- 
tion with the Smithsonian. The 7,100 numbers 
and 28,000 specimens brought back by Mr. 
Killip and his associate, Albert Smith, consti- 
tute the first botanical collection from that sec- 
tion of Colombia. The inhabitants of the coun- 
try traversed aided and cooperated in every 
way with the party. In many instances pub- 


lic buildings were turned over to them for- 


headquarters, as the Colombians recognize the 
importance of the botanical exploration of their 
country and are anxious for the publication 
of the results. 

Aside from the scientific results of these ex- 
peditions it is to be expected that the knowl. 
edge obtained will have an important bearin: 
alike upon the future commerce of the region 
and in ‘the introduction of hitherto unknown 
flora into the United States as well as Euro- 
pean countries,

NAMING FOREST TREES. 


The forest service has completed a revised 
‘‘check list” of the forest trees of the United 
States in which the fact is made known that 
there are 862 species in this country. When 
the last list was compiled 28 years ago there 
were listed only 604 different trees. This 
great variation is due to the discovery of 
many species not then recognized, and also to 
the separation of species which were not then 
distinguished from one another. 

Ever since its creation the forest service 
has endeavored to standardize the common 
names of trees,;and in this new publication 
each species is accompanied by a list of all the 
common names used in the different sections 
in which it is found.. Not only are the trees 
as they are met in the forests officially named, 
but the lumber cut from each is to be known 
by these names. 

“The importance in trade relations of such 
standardization of common names can not be 
overestimated,’’ says the bulletin. ‘Failure 
to use standard common names for impegrtant 
timber trees and their woods has led to trou- 
blesome and expensive litigation.” 

Appended to the check list is a brief dis- 
cussion of the principles which have been fol- 
lowed in selecting distinctive common names 
for different forest trees for the purpose of 
discouraging the use of ambiguous and mis- 
leading names as applied to the woods used in 
commerce. : 

The Federal Trade Commission has done 
much toward bringing about uniformity in this 
respect among the users of lumber in the mak- 
ing of furniture, and with this ‘“‘check list’”’ in 
the hands of makers and dealers there should 
be fewer excuses for describing the bay wood 
of the Gulf of Mexico as “Santo Domingo ma- 
hogany,” or for calling stained birch from Wis- 


consin ‘‘American walnut.” \ 


ALBERT J. BEVERIDGE. 


The death of Albert J. Beveridge brings to 
a premature end a brilliant career. Nowhere 
will the news be received with deeper regret 
than in Washington, which was the scene 
of Mr. Beveridge’s labors as a United States 
senator for twelve years. During that time he 
was extremely active in public affairs, both 
domestic and foreign, and his contributions to 
legislation were valuable and permanent. 
Later he took up literary labors, his most 
notable production being the life of John 
Marshall, which at once took first rank among 
American biographies. Mr. Beveridge’s opin- 
ions of constitutional questions in that work 
are often cited by the bench and in Congress. 

The crowning achievement of Mr. Bever- 
idge’s career was to be his life of Abraham 
Lincoln, It was a stupendous task as designed 
and partly executed by him. His researches 
were painstaking and exhaustive, involving 
much travel and study. At least four volumes 
were projected. Two -of these had been vir- 
tually completed, bringing the story of Lin- 
coln to the threshold ef the White House. . It 
is feared that the most important years of 
Lincoln’s life wili hever be treated by Bever- 
idge’s pen, but perhaps his material will be 
available for another hand. It is a misfor- 
tune to American letters that he was not 
spared to complete this great work. 

The delightful personal qualities of Albert 
Beveridge won him hosts of friends. He would 
have been at home in any State in the Union. 
His eloquence and patriotism served the coun- 
try well. He worked with all his might, and 
no doubt overtaxed his strength in his last 
undertaking, The country suffers a heavy loss 
in the death of Albert J. Beveridge. 


The people of Washington are well pleased 
with the assurance of Capt. Whitehurst, as- 
sistant to the engineer commissioner, that 
money will be forthcoming with which to re- 
plant trees on Fifteenth street, after it has 
been widened between I street and Massachu- 
setts avenue. The present trees must be 
felled to make room for the broader roadway 
that is made necessary. by increased traffic. 
Supt. Lanham’s budget for trees and their 
care would not permit him to replant Fifteenth 
street, but -hé has indicated that he will lose 
no time in replanting if the necessary funds 
are forthcoming. It is obvious that Congress 
must be more liberal in its appropriation for 
trees if Washington streets are not to be en- 


tirely denuded in the process of ‘widening 
them.

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The Washington War Memorial. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
inalienable right of a citizen to freely 
criticize, affirmed by Mr. Chauncey 
Hackett in your issue of April 27 in 
connection with the war memorial site, 
is cheerfully granted. I was under the 
impression that it had been so granted 
in my last letter, even when criticism 
had taken the form of pronouncing the 
selected memorial to be a preposterous 
structure, and its proponents guilty of 
“vandalism,” their disinterested and 
public-spirited efforts constituting—ac- 
cording to their critic—a “shameful of- 
fense.” 

Whether or not the site selected for 
the Washington war memorial is the 
best one available is still obviously a 
matter of opinion. It would be, as Mr. 
Hackett says, very difficult to avoid 
criticism of any site—f~~ criticism in- 
volves no great expenditure of time or 
energy or dollars and is a pleasant 
pastime. But these facts must be rec- 
ognized by the Washington public 
which might else be misled. 

The commission charged with the 
responsibility of selecting the site for 
the memorial in conjunction with the 
fine arts commission and the commis- 
sion of parks and planning have, since 
the inception of the memorial project 


several years ago, sought and received 


much constructive advice\and criticism. 
The’ plans for the memorial building 
and the site therefor have been ap- 
proved only after the most careful and 
open-minded consideration. A _ great 
majority of those with whom I have 
discussed the matter agree that the 
choice finally made was wisely made. 

.It is a matter of regret to those of 
us who are working hard for the me- 
morial project, that on the eve of our 
final intensive effort—the judgment 
and motives of the commission should 
be publicly attacked—even by one in- 
dividual—in the terms which have been 
employed. We had hoped that, with 
our campaign about to be launched, 
honest differences of individual opin- 
ion would be set aside and each man 
and woman in the District lend of their 
enthusiasm for the memorial itself, 
or at least wish us luck as we did the 
work. My discouragement at finding 
that I was, in-one instance, mistaken 
in this fond hope is not so deep as to 


modify my conviction that by the 
close of the campaign week we shall 
have on hand, contributed by a com- 
munity whose civic conscience has 
never yet failed it, the funds with 
which will be erected a memorial to our 
war dead in which we and those who 
come after us shall take a deep and 
genuine pride.

THE YOUNG DEWBERRY. 


A hybrid dewberry, observes the 
New York Times, all but: lost to the 
horticultural world since its origin in 
1905, has been brought into favorable 
recognition as a result. of tests.by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. This dewberry,; named the 
“Young” for. the originator, B. M. 
Young of Louisiana, bears fruit larger 
than the popular Lucretia variety, is 
much sweeter than the Logan, and of 
an exceptionally high dessert quality, 
Says the department. The berry is an 
attractive deep wine color. 

The Young dewberry, according to 
George M. Darrow, who made the tests 
for the department, has been found 
resistant to anthracnose disease and 
free from the ordinary leaf spot wher- 
ever tested. It has been grown at a 
humber of experiment stations and by 
other cooperators, and no undesirable 
features have developed. It has been 
found especially suitable for culture in 
the Southern and Southeastern States, 
and is recommended for trial by. gar- 
deners and truck growers’ in these 
sections, as well as iff other localities 
where dewberries are ordinarily grown. 
/ This dewberry first came to the at- 
tention of the department in 1921, 
When some plants were sent, to it by 
a Pennsylvania nurseryman, / who re- 
quested that they be tested. At the 
first fruiting, three years later, these 
plants attracted immediate attention, 
because of the exceptional quelities of 
both the fruit and.the plant. Mr, Dar- 
row then traced the history of. the 
variety, and found that the Pennsyl- 
vania nurseryman, who had since died, 


secured his stock from the originator 
in Louisiana. It developed that Mr. 
Young had produced the seedling by 
crossing the Mayes dewberry with the 
phenomenal blackberry in an effort to 
develop a berry similar to the Logan 
of California. He gave some of the 
stock to the nurseryman, but discard- 
ed the hybrid himself, beca of 
other interests. Its unusual and de- 
sirable characteristics were thus final- 
ly recognized after systematic testing 


under varied conditions.

PASTEURIZATION ENEMY OF T. B. 


ORTH and Park have just reported 
N that the methods of pasteuriza- 
tion of milk used in New York 
city, Chicago and a dozen other cities 
during the last ten years make the 
product safe as against tuberculosis. 
They found the margin of safety be- 
tween the time and temperature used 
and that required to make tubercle ba- 
cilli harmless was sufficiently broad; 
that it is not necessary to heat milk 
hot enough nor for long enough to de- 
stroy the cream line; and, inferentially, 
the various attacks, subtle and insidi- 
ous, on pasteurized milk have not been 
in the interest of public health. 

To those who are informed this re- 
port was scarcely necessary. The best 
proof possible is the subsidence of glan- 
dular and bone tuberculosis, during the 
last ten years, in New York, Chicago 
and other cities. Collateral proofs are 
the statements by several health offi- 
cers of these cities that milk-borne con- 
tagion disappeared from their jurisdic- 
tions several years ago. 


Here are the facts reported by North 
and Park. Let them speak for them- 
selves. 

At 212 degrees, 20 seconds exposure 
kills tubercle bacilli. The times re- 
quired for other temperatures are as 
follows:

_ Still Best Man at Drawing Cash Customers; 
Paulino Not Accused of Being Fighter.

EW YORE, April 27.—Through the 
N suave intermediary. of- M. Gus 

Wilson, Jack Dempsey today made 
the first flirtatious negotiations with 
Tex Rickard, looking toward a repeti- 
tion of the peculiar Sesquicentennial 
fight. to be held next September, 
probably in New York, 

Although there are still three heavy- 
weights left in what might be termed 
the quarter final period of the tourna- 
ment which has been raging in a mild 
way since last November, Mr. Rickard 
seems convinced that Jack Dempsey, 
reduced by half, can draw more custo- 
mers and make a better fight than any 
of them. . 

However, if he can draw the custo- 
mers as Mr. Rickard believes he can, 
it will not matter how well he can 
fight, as the customers pay in advance 
anid no customer has ever received his 
money back owing to the fact that a 
fight was inferior or on any other 
ground for that matter. 


It really looks as though the tour- 
nament in the end will prove to 
have been a mere commercial 
scheme and not a sincere attempt 
to find the ambitious young heavy- 
weight most worthy of fighting 
Gene Tunney, because Dempsey 
scorned the tournament and now 
walks in to prove himself a great 
pugilist still by licking Paolino 
Uzcudun, who never licked any- 
body. 


For months Dempsey insisted that 
he was undecided as to whether or not 
he ever would fight again; but there is 
a suspicion today:that he intended to 
fight all along and that his. uncertainty 
was Only a pretense to tide him over 
until the open air season. If these 
Suspicions be correct, such duplicity is 
to be deplored as contrary to the best 
interests of clean, competitive sport. 

This M. Wilson, who came from Cali- 
fornia and called on Rickard today 
bearing credentials from Dempsey him- 
self, is not only a rubber, bottle holder 
and trainer, but a veteran of the 
amusement business in Paris, and is 
singularly well qualified to carry on 
the traditions and uphold the princi- 
ples established by Jack Kearns as the 
manager of the former champion. 

Dempsey’s letter informed Rickard 
that he had abundant confidence in M. 
Wilson and Rickard was so impressed 
One way or another that he decided to 
deal with Dempsey direct. 


Therefore he sent a long tele- 
gram to Dempsey in which he pro- 
posed a bout with Paulino on July 
1 at the Yankee stadium and an- 
other one later with the winner of 
the Sharkey-Maloney bout, which 
is to be waged, if that is the cor- 
rect word, on May 19, also in the 
Yankee stadium. 


It will be seen that only one of the 
four fighters left in the so-called tour- 
nament has done any fighting in the 
tournament. That one is Jimmy Ma- 
loney, of Boston, who beat Franz 
Diener, Arthur De Kuh, Harry Persson 
and Jack Delaney. He was terrible in 
the affair with Delaney, but he stopped 
De Kuh, had Persson down and out at 
the final bell and gave Diener a severe 
mauling, so he may be said to have 
come through a rather tough series of 
trials, 

Dempsey hasn’t boxed since Sep- 
tember and Paolino has been quietly 
shooed through the quarter-final be- 
cause he is a foreigner and what Rick- 
ard calls a colorful man. He won two 
decisions, one from Knute Hanson, the 
other by a narrow margin from Tom 
Heeney, two confirmed nobodies. 


Dempsey has been invited to take 
soup with Rickard at a banquet to 
be spread in Rickard’s honor by 
his numerous millionaire stock- 
holders on May 16 and he is ex- 
pected to attend. The promotion 
probably will receive great impetus

Rickard expects to patch up

and the. promoters. 


Wilson reported that Dempsey, after 
several weeks of manual labor at his 
mountain camp in California, has begun 
to" box again and was confident of his 
ability to mow down any opposition be- 
tween him and another shot at the 
heavyweight crown.

ORGANIZATIONS IN 301 
DISTRICTS, REPORTS SAY 


158 Delegates Will Decide on 
Prohibition Study at 
Meeting Today. 


To increase the American woman’s 
“personal stake” in government is the 

aramount mission of the National 

eague of Women Voters, Miss Belle 
Sherwin, the league president, declared 
yesterday in opening the organization’s 
seventh annual convention in the May- 
flower hotel. 

At today’s session the 158 delegates 
from all parts of the country will de- 
cide whether to add the question of 
prohibition to the league’s study pro- 
gram. 

In her address yesterday, Miss Sher- 
win declared the league is devoted to 
the political education of women, but 
she explained that this education be- 
gins with situations, not subjects. 

She asserted that there is no limit 
to the opportunity the league has for 
serving women and the country, and 
ashe described it as a “dogged adventure 
in patriotism.” 


Organized in 301 Districts. 


The league is organized in 301 out 
of 433 congressional districts in the 
United States, according to reports 
made at the organization conference 
in the morning. This conference was 
presided over by Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, 
of St. Louis. 

Other reports showed there are 
nineteen cities which have leagues with 
& membership of more than 1,000, and 
sixteen cities which have leagues with 
@ membership of between 500 and 
1,000. There are 28 State league head- 
quarters, with 56 staff workers, and 
46 local leagues with permanent head- 
quarters. Thirty-one State and twenty 
local leagues publish bulletins. 

Growth of the league’s work in ed- 
ucational centers was indicated by re- 
ports showing that 81 college leagues 
are flourishing in 24 States. 

Twenty-five membersrof the council 
of the league will visit the United 
States civil service commission this 
afternoon.

Columbia University Zoologist 
Named President for Four- 
Year Term at Sessions.

COUNCIL BOARD IS PICKED 


Concluding a series of scientific ses- 
sions devoted to geology and geodesy, 
the National Academy of Sciences yes- 
terday elected Prof. T. H. Morgan, in- 
structor of experimental zoology at 
Columbia university, president for a 
four-year term. F. E. Wright, of the 
geophysical laboratory of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, was elected 
vice president for the same period. 
Both Prof. Morgan and Dr. Wright are 
widely known in their particular fields 
of activity. Prof. Morgan’s endeavors 
in gynetics and evolution have at- 
tracted praise in many quarters of the 
globe. Dr. Wright is chairman of the 
recently formed commission for the 
study of the moon. A third officer 
chosen by the academy is David White, 
of the United States geological survey, 
who was reelected home secretary. 

Members of the council, elected by 
the academy, are as follows: Dr. George 
E. Hale, of the Mount Wilson observa- 
tory of the Carnegie institution; Dr. 
J. C. Merriam, secretary of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, and Dr. J. 
McKeen Cattetell, editor of the Science 
magazine, and other scientific publi- 
cations, 


Gano Dunn, of New York city, was 
elected chairman of the executive board 
of the national research council, which 
held a simultaneous election of officers.

The plan is one proposed by Gov. 
Ritchie of Maryland and the State road 
commission ‘to detour the Maryland 
avenue boulevard several hundred yards 
east and cross the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad tracks, rejoining the boule- 
vard at Wells avenue. 


Price Delays Project. 


The high price of property in line of 
the change is delaying the project and 
unless acquisition can be consummated 
soon, it is feared that the railroad 
company may bridge its track directly 
over Maryland avenue. 

Matthew F. Halloran, former mayor 
of Hyattsville, announced the campaign 
yesterday, saying that approximately 
1,000 automobiles an hour pass over the 
crossing daily and the extension of 
Rhode Island avenue in that locality.

WAR COLLEGE HEAD 
SPEAKS TO VETERANS 


Maj. Gen. Ely Would Eliminate 
Educators Refusing to Teach 
American Principles. 


Examination of all public school 
teachers to determine those who should 
be eliminated because of refusal to 
teach American principles was advocat- 


ed by Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, com- 
mandant of the Army War college, in 
the course of an address delivered yes- 
terday at Americanization day cere- 
monies held in Keith’s theater under 
the auspices of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 

Advocating preparedness, Gen. Ely 
declared that “besides being taught 
preparedness Americans should be 
taught understanding of the peoples of 
other countries,” “Such understanding,” 
he said, “‘will render us less harsh and 
more sympathetic in our judgments 
and the better understanding there is 
between peoples the less danger there is 
of war.” 

A parade, led by Lieut. A. R. Thomp- 
son, of Central High school, as marshal, 
preceded the theater meeting. Soldiers, 
sailors, marines and former service men 
were represented in the parade. Charles 
H. Reilly, commander of the District 
department of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, and the Rev. V. O. Anderson, 
department chaplain, spoke. Capt. J. 
W. Boyer, jr., chairman of the commit- 
tee in charge, presided. Miss Henriette 
Lemenager sang.

OTEPHENS.OUBMITS NEW 
PARKING LAW DRAFT 


Regulations Would Keep Ship- 
ping Spaces Clear for Busi- 
ness Purposes. 


STORE OWNERS INCLUDED 


Corporation Counsel Francis H. Ste- 
phens yesterday submitted to the com- 
missioners a draft of a proposed new 
regulation to prohibit parking at ship- 
ping entrances of commercial estab- 
Ishments. Under its terms, if adopted, 
no one, including the proprietors of the 
stores involved, may park in front of 
such entrances, but any one may stop 
vehicles, there for loading or unloading 
passengers or merchandise. The text 
of the proposed regulation follows: 

“No vehicle, shall stand at the usual 
shipping entrance of any store or com- 
mercial building except for the pur- 
pose of loading and unloading passen- 
gers or merchandise, and only so long as 
may be reasonable for such purpose. 
Such entrance shall be designated by 
signs erected on permits issued by the 
director of traffic.” 

Stephens recommended that the pres- 
ent language in the traffic regulation 
be stricken out, as follows: “‘No vehcile 
shall be permitted to stand at the reg- 
ular shipping entrance of any commer- 
cial building.” 

The proposed rule will be submitted 
to the Merchants and Manufacturers 
association, the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Washington Board of Trade for 
comment before the commissioners act 
on it.

Bladensburg Region Will Be 
Linked With Parkways 
at Anacostia. 


SPLENDID VIEWS HAD 
FROM WOODED SITE 


First Contribution of Donor 
Was Tract Granted to Benefit 
Georgetown Residents. 


Another important contribution to 
the District's park planning program 
was made by Charles C. Glover, banker, 
yesterday, through deed for a large 
tract of land along Massachusetts 
avenue southeast, adjoining the present 
Fort Dupont property, presented to 
Lieut. Col. U. S&S. Grant 3d, director, 
office of public buildings and public 
parks. 

Mr. Glover told Lieut. Col. Grant that 


his gift was in accord with his desire 
to further establishment of a park and 
parkway, connection from the vicinity 
of Bladensburg road to the District line, 
the parkway to run along the line of 
Massachusetts avenue where possibic, 
and to include, the Ross tract and 
ground lying immediately east of it, the 
tracts being contiguous and forming a 
warkway connection with the existing 
Anacostia park. 


Gift Is Connecting Link. 


The gift of Mr. Glover makes possible 
a connecting link in the projected park- 
way to extend Fort Dupont and An- 
acostia park, which the National Capl- 
tal park and planning commission de- 


cided to acquire, as its funds permit. 
Through Mr. Glover’s tract will pass 
the .proposed fort drive to connect by 
boulevard all of the Washington’s civil 
war defenses. 

The land contemplated for use as a 
park, is eight acres in extent and will 
be increased to about twelve acres by 
eliminating streets within the dedicat- 
ed area, these streets being nonexistent 
and listed on the highway plan alone. 

A neighboring tract of 31 acres 
previously given by Mr. Glover will 
connect with the latest land offered 
and Fort Dupont park. It will also 
connect the previous donation with 
Massachusetts avenue. 


Tract Is High and Wooded. 


The new land is high and wooded, 
affording splendid views of the Capitol 
and Mount Hamilton, proposed loca- 
tion of the national arboretum. Under 
present plans, the park and planning 
commission will procure a parkway 


connection between Anacostia park and 
the land dedicate by Mr. Glover ex- 
tending to Fort Dupont. 

Should the arboretum be extended 
to Anacostia park, the latter will join 
the connection between Mount Hamil- 
ton and Fort Dupont, affording a gen- 
eral parking system for the neighbor- 
hood both east and west of Eastern 
branch. 

The Glover gift leaves only a small 
part of the proposed parkway between 
Fort Dupont and Anacostia park to 
be acquired and park officials were 
pleased greatly with the generosity of 
Mr. Glover, who for a long time has 
been interested in development of the 
city’s park system. 

His first dedication of land is what 
is now known as the Glover parkway 
in Georgetown: Lieut. Col. Grant said 
he thought the District should be con- 
gratulated on having so public-spirited 
a citizen as Mr. Glover, 


Suit of Bergdoll 
Dismissed by Court 


The suit filed on behalf of Grover 
C. Bergdoll, of Philadelphia, the draft 
evader, who now is in Germany, by 
which he sought to recover about 
$1,000,000 worth of property which had 


been seized by the alien property cus- 
todian, was dismsised yesterday in the 
equity division of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme court by Justice Wen- 
dell P. Stafford for want of prosecu- 
tion. ‘The dismissal was asked by As- 
sistant Attorney General Dean Hill 
Stanley, who has been ready since No- 
vember 29, 1924, when the sult was 
filed, to oppose it. About three months 
ago Chester N. Farr, of Philadelphia, 
attorney for Bergdoll, withdrew his ap- 
pearance as counsel and since then no 
new attorney has entered the case. 
Mrs. Emma C. Bergdoll, mother of 
Grover C. Bergdoll, also sued the alien 
property custodian for the return of 
her property, but her case was dis- 
missed here because it appeared that 
the government was unable to tell 
which of certain seized property belong- 
ed to her and which belonged to her 
son. Later her property was returned 
by an agreement reached out of court.
